Warship Also Damaged. 


bouthami tun, Bug., Sept. 21.—The 
Olympic, Hie proudest of the White 
Star company's 
transatlantic liners, 
and the biggest passenger vessel now 
afloat, returned to this port four hours 
after she had sailed for New York, 
with a big hole in her starboard bow, 
but with her more than 2000 passen­ 
gers unharmed. 
The passengers had an exciting tale 
to tell of a collision with the British 
cruiser Hawke ofT the isle of Wight. 
The steam er took considerable water, 
and it was at first thought that it 
would be necessary to beach her, and 
Captain Smith made for a mud bank 
in the Cowes Roadstead The prompt 
closing of the collision doors, how­ 
ever, effectually stopped the im usa of 
the 
sea, and her 
commander, con­ 
vinced that there was no immediate 
danger, brought his vessel about aud 
headed for Southampton. 
The Olypmpic is anchored off Cal- 
shot Cast 1« at the entrance to South­ 
ampton Water. The hole rn the Olytn 
pic's hull is forty feet long. 
Many of the first class cabin pas­ 
sengers 
are 
expected to return to 
london and the White Star com piny 
is 
engaging 
hotel 
accommodations 
there for them. The Olympic's passen­ 
gers and mails probably will proceed 
for New York by the steamers sailing 
from British |x>rt§ on Saturday. 
Watc hers at Cowes saw the steamer 
moving toward the shore, then stop, 
and believing that she had been beach­ 
ed, scut out the report to this effect. 
Later, when she drew away, it was 
supposed 
that the liner 
had been 
floated without assistance The Olym 
pie was off Osborne bay, on the north 
coast at the Isle of Wight, on the wav 
to Cherbourg, her first immediate stop 
on the way to Queenstown and New 
York, when the* accident occurred. 
An eye witness of the collision said 
thai the Hawke was Undergoing steam 
trials following extensive repairs at 
Portsmouth 
and 
was 
traxeling 
at 
great speed when she overtook Hie 
Olympic. 
The cruiser was passing the 
liner to the starboard, when suddenly 
the former drew in and crashed into 
the steam er’s 
quarter about twenty 
feet from the stern This witness said 
he thought that tie warship had been 
drawn against the othet vessel by the 
suction. After the Impact the* Hawke 
drew' astern and her n e w threw the 
collision mats over a badly damaged 
how. 
The Olympic, a*- she drear away from 
tlie cruiser, exhibited an ugly holt* inio 
which "ret* quantities of water raced, 
c aptain Smith ordered the collision 
doors closed and turned his vessel 
toward the beac h. At the sam e time he 
signalled for assistance to Portsmouth 
and Cowes, IwKh of which ports sent 
tugs, but th*- later were not finally 
required 
A quic k examination show­ 
ed that the Olympic was still seawor 
thy and she was brought about and 
steamed slowly for this port. 
The 
Hawke was also able to make Ports­ 
mouth without aid. 
The cruiser ar­ 
rived there under her own steam, dip 
ping slightly at the bow and steam­ 
ing astern. 
There was considerable excitement, 
but no panic on board the liner, Hie 
passengers of whic h were quickly re- 
asHsured hy th** officer*. The weather 
was somewhat thick and there was a 
rain and squall at the tim e of the ac­ 
cident, but the haze was not sufficient 
lo obscure either vessel 
from the 
other.

Provo* Profitable. 
Breeding ewe lambs is a business re­ 
quiring great skill and careful man 
agement, and it should not be attempt 
ed at all except in the case of the 
early maturing breeds of rapid fatten 
lug propensities, writes W. R. Gilbert 
in the 
National 
Stockman. 
It gen 
erally 
proves too economical to be 
profitable, aud only the few reap 
profit by it. 
Those who propose to 
mate their ew e lambs during the com ­ 
ing season should remember that Hie 
tax of carrying a lamb or a pair of 
lambs Is considerable. 
The dralu on 
the system and the check of growth, 
the difficulties often exjieriouoed at 
parturition and the layer supply of 
milk cause those who try to save a 
year to regret having done so. 
Sometimes the results appear to be 
fairly satisfactory and the lambs have 
eventually grown well, yet when the 
ew es come to be bred as two-year- 
olds they are not found to lie such 
good sheep as maiden ewes of the 
same age. 
In fact, I* many cases they 
will not breed at all and the second 
crop of lambs Is apt to be stunted 
Taken generally, there Is as 
milch 
folly Iii mating very young ovines as 
there is where other animals of the 
farm are concerned. 
T h e rational age 
to first m ale the ew e is in the autumn 
of her second year—th at is. when sin 
Is about eighteen months old. 
If ew e lambs are bred it Is ne es j 
Bary to feed the animals well during 
the whole |ier!od of gestation. 
This 
special feeding compensates to some 
extent 
for the drain on the system 
of the young growing sheep, bot many 
have found the results not entlre'y i
